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Compromise 


The  compromise  settlement  on  NHS 
contractors'  remuneration  detailed  this 
week  (p40)  shows  much  evidence  of 
its  "interim"  nature.  Both  sides  have 
given  some  ground  with  obvious 
reluctance  and  distaste,  in  the  clear 
belief  that  when  inquiries  have  yielded 
their  statistics  and  panels  have  reached 
their  conclusions,  they  will  be  the  ones 
whose  guesstimates  and  opinions  are 
proved  correct.  Whether  the  ground 
that  PSNC  has  had  to  yield  will  be 
relinquished  quietly  by  contractors 
themselves  remains  to  be  seen, 
however. 

The  Secretary  of  State  has  at  least 
conceded  that  pharmacy's  "cost-plus" 
contract  should  remain  intact  for  the 
current  year — despite  the  threat  issued 
by  the  Minister  for  Health,  Dr  Gerard 
Vaughan,  at  the  LPC  conference 
earlier  in  the  year.  But  the  threat 
remains,  and  there  is  a  real  sting  in 
the  tail  of  the  statement  where  the 
DHSS  points  out  that  use  of  cash  limits 
rather  than  conventional  indices  for 
1982  is  "a  prospect  that  should  he  faced 
'by  contractors". 

What  should  rather  be  faced  by  the 
Government  is  that  their  policies  are 
based  on  economists'  theories — which 
work  beautifully  on  the  computers  with 
which  they  produce  their  "models" 
'based  on  averages — 'but  which  in 
practice  have  to  be  implemented  in 
terms  of  closure  or  survival  for 
individual  businesses.  It  is  easy  to 
stipulate  a  "cut  your  coat  according  to 
you  cloth"  principle — but  for  the 
business  under  threat  a  little  less  cloth 
means  no  coat  at  all,  and  no 
pharmaceutical  service. 

No  doubt  many  contractors  will 
consider  the  increases  in  fees  and 
basic  practice  allowance  as  money  in 
the  bank,  but  both  should  'be  viewed 
with  some  caution  since  the  BPA  is 
'being  applied  ahead  into  1982  (it  is 
an  annual  rate  effective  from  July  1) 


and  must  reduce  the  amount  by  which 
fees  may  be  increased  next  time — to 
some  extent  it  is  "jam  today"  without 
the  guarantee  of  "jam  tomorrow" 
unless  costs  rise  sufficiently  in  1982 
to  provide  the  money,  and  the 
Government  accepts  that  costs 
reimbursement  is  after  all  justified. 

The  £15m  the  Secretary  of  State  is 
withholding  in  respect  of  discounts 
received — or  said  to  have  been  received 
— toy  contractors  between  October  1980 
(when  the  slate  was  wiped  clean)  and 
May  1981,  is  more  than  was  shown  in 
the  original  "package"  made  public  by 
PSNC  (C&D  June  13).  However,  it  is 
now  described  as  "interim",  surely  an 
acknowledgement  that  the  discount 
inquiry  may  prove  the  DHSS  has  been 
over-protective  of  the  public  purse. 
Also,  there  seems  to  have  been  some 
confusion  on  the  earlier  figures,  and 
PSNC  has  won  a  considerable  reduction 
in  the  overall  amount  to  be  withheld, 
taking  the  proposed  profits  retention 
(now  eliminated)  and  the  property  costs 
concession  into  account. 

The  discount  scale  to  operate  from 
June  1  against  current  discounts  runs 
up  to  a  maximum  of  6.2  per  cent  for 
the  largest  contractors..  But  those  who 
see  their  actual  discount  level  as 
coming  out  above  the  scale  level 
should  be  warned — the  C&D  discount 
survey  shows  just  how  low  the  discount 
"sold"  to  the  chemist  by  the  wholesaler 
becomes  when  you  average  it  out 
across  all  purchases  of  "ethicals".  As 
we  keep  repeating — the  averaging  of 
discounts  will  be  very  unfair  to  very 
many.  Hopefully  it  will  not  also  prove 
fatal!  ■

Interim  discount 
scale  from  June  1 


The  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee,  meeting  on 
July  2,  agreed  on  a  package  of 
proposals  on  NHS  remuneration  that 
marks  the  end  of  the  dispute  between 
the  DHSS  and  PSNC  which  arose  after 
Dr  Gerard  Vaughan  made  his  discount 
"clawback"  proposals. 

C&D  published  many  of  these  last 
week  (C&D  July  4,  1981  p4)  and  the 
full  details  of  the  agreement  are: 

(i)  A  7.5p  increase  in  the  professional 
fee  to  40p  per  prescription,  with  effect 
from  June  1,  1981. 

(ii)  A  20  per  cent  increase  in  the  basic 
practice  allowance  to  £2,400  per 
annum,  with  effect  from  July  1,  1981. 
(hi)  Rationalisation  of  the  fee 
structure,  in  multiples  of  the  standard 
(40p)  fee,  with  effect  from  September  1, 
1981. 

(iv)  An  increase  in  rota  fees  of  10  per 
cent  with  effect  from  August  1,  1981. 

(v)  An  increase  in  oxygen  fees  of 
approximately  15  per  cent  with  effect 
from  July  1,  1981. 

(vi)  An  interim  increase  in  discount 
level  to  5.44  per  cent  overall,  with 
effect  from  June  1,  1981. 

The  Committee  say  their  agreement 
to  the  package  marked  the  end  of 
long  and  difficult  negotiations  which 
were  concluded  at  meetings  with  the 
Secretary  for  Social  Services,  Mr 
Patrick  Jenkin  on  June  24  and  29. 

PSNC  make  the  following 
comments  on  the  elements  making  up 
the  package: 

O  Labour  and  overhead  costs:  The 
DHSS  accept  the  use  of  actual  indices 
relating  to  labour  and  overhead  costs 
for  1981. 

□  Property  costs:  There  is  an  interim 
payment  of  £6.2  million  in  respect  of 
property  costs  pending  consideration 
of  this  item  by  the  Pharmacy  Review 
Panel  (PRP). 

□  Profit  margin:  The  PSNC  agree  to 
referral  to  the  PRP. 

PSNC  say  the  Secretary  of  State 
accepted  the  strong  representation 
made  by  them  against  his  suggested 
retention  of  £15.0  million  in 
anticipation  of  a  recommendation  of 
the  PRP  for  a  reduction  in  the  profit 
margin — PSNC  indicated  that  it  would 
be  seeking  an  increase  in  the  profit 
margin. 

□  Interim  discount  scale:  The 
Secretary  of  State  insisted  on  an 


interim  discount  scale  to  produce  an 
overall  5  per  cent  in  respect  of 
discounts  received  and  0.44  per  cent 
in  respect  of  other  preferential  buying 
terms  and  other  adjustments.  The  new 
scale  to  be  effective  from  June  1,  1981. 
□  Discount  retrospection  (interim): 
PSNC  had  agreed  that  the  rate  of 
discount  established  by  inquiry,  should 
be  effective  from  October  1,  1980,  as 
part  of  its  acceptance  of  the  Franks 


Panel  formula. 

Because  of  this  the  Secretary  of 
State  proposed  to  retain  £15m  in 
respect  of  discounts  received  by 
contractors,  but  not  recovered,  during 
the  period  October  1.  1980-May  31. 
1981. 

□  Balance  sheet  underpayment:  The 
Secretary  of  State  agreed  to  the 
distribution  of  the  remaining  monies 
through  an  increase  in  professional 
fees  and  the  BP  A  but  could  not  accept 
the  PSNC's  representations  for  an 
additional  pharmacist  allowance. 
However  PSNC  say  he  did  note  their 
strong  feelings  on  this  and  undertook 
to  consider  it  in  the  longer  term. 

□  Pharmacy  Review  Panel:  Both  sides

Pharmacies  gutted 

Two  pharmacies  have  been  completely 
gutted  and  at  least  two  others  badly 
damaged  and  looted  in  the  Liverpool 
riots. 

Ochem  Ltd  in  Lodge  Lane  and 
Mugarza  Ltd  in  Upper  Parliament 
Street  were  both  completely  destroyed 
while  R.  J.  Blackburne  in  Granby 
Street  and  S.  D.  Ford  Ltd,  also  in 
Lodge  Lane,  were  forced  to  close  for  a 
short  period  because  of  the  damage. 

Mr  Ford  said  his  shop  was  broken 
into  on  Sunday  night.  He  and  his  staff 
cleared  up  all  day  Monday  and  he  had 
managed  to  open  in  a  limited  way  on 
Tuesday.  He  understood  that  the 
Granby  Road  pharmacy  hoped  to  open 
next  week.  Not  all  the  stock  was 
pilfered,  he  said,  hut  most  of  the 
expensive  products  such  as  perfumes, 
films  and  sunglasses.  The  CD  cupboard 
was  taken  and  a  hair  products  stand 
was  thrown  through  the  window.  ■ 


Six  net  closures 

Pharmacy  numbers  have  again 
increased  according  to  the  monthly 
corrections  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  Register.  Figures  reveal  a  net 
increase  of  six  for  June. 

In  England  23  opened  up,  of  which 
seven  were  in  London;  18  closed  down 
(five  in  London).  Six  opened  and  three 
closed  in  Scotland  with  one  opening 
and  three  closing  in  Wales. 

These  corrections  bring  the  number 
of  registered  premises  to  10,620  with 
six  net  closures  so  far  this  year.  ■

Universities  to  cut 
pharmacy  places 

The  University  Grants  Committee  has 
advised  all  the  university  schools  of 
pharmacy  to  cut  student  intakes  after 
reductions  in  Government  grants. 

In  four  or  five  schools  the 
recommended  reduction  in  intake  is 
20-25  per  cent;  others  have  escaped 
more  lightly.  According  to  Professor 
Paul  Spencer,  vice-chairman,  UK 
heads  of  schools  of  pharmacy 
committee,  this  could  mean  200  fewer 
university  students  graduating  in 
pharmacy  each  year,  by  1984. 
Whether  this  would  result  in  an 
overall  decrease  in  the  number  of 
pharmacists  would  depend  on  whether 
the  polytechnics  increased  their  intake 
of  pharmacy  students.  "Certainly  the 
interested  students  are  there,  and 
pressure  will  probably  be  exerted  on 
the  colleges  to  take  them,"  he  told  C&D. 

Professor  Spencer,  who  is  also  head 
of  the  Welsh  School  of  Pharmacy, 
UWIST,  said  he  felt  a  "cold  anger" 
with  the  UGC  for  not  consulting 
academic  pharmacists  before  issuing 
its  advice.  He  believed  the  decision  was 
based  partly  on  reports  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  was 
concerned  that  too  many  pharmacists 
were  being  trained.  He  criticised  the 
Council's  "oversight"  in  suggesting 
student  numbers  should  be  reduced 
without  stipulating  by  how  many  each 
year.  He  added  that  it  was  too  early 
to  say  what  the  grant  cuts  would  mean 
in  terms  of  resources  or  staffing  levels. 

Aston  University  has  been  advised 
to  reduce  student  intake  by  25  per 
cent  in  subjects  allied  to  medicine. 
Professor  George  Wibberley, 
professor  of  medicinal  chemistry  in  the 
pharmacy  department,  said  that  if  the 
cuts  were  implemented  it  would  have 
a  disastrous  effect  on  the  valuable 
research  being  done.  News  of  the  cuts 
arrived  on  the  day  work  started  on 
building  specially  equipped  cancer 
research  laboratories,  funded  by  a 


£1.6  million  grant  from  the  Cancer 
Research  Campaign — the  largest  grant 
ever  awarded  to  a  university  pharmacy 
department.  Since  the  grant  was 
awarded  a  year  ago,  two  new  cancer 
treatments  had  been  developed  and 
were  undergoing  clinical  trials. 

Dr  J.  Hickman,  a  member  of  the 
cancer  chemotherapy  research  group, 
said  the  research  was  based  at  Aston 
after  careful  consideration  by  the  Cancer 
Research  'Campaign  and  may  now  be 
undermined.  Another  researcher,  Dr 
Andreas  Gescher,  said,  "I  came  to 
Aston  from  Germany  because  of  the 
pharmacy  department's  reputation  as  a 
research  centre  for  biomedical  sciences. 
I  am  quite  astonished  at  this  reaction  by 
the  British  Government." 

Bradford  University  has  been  told 
to  make  large  cuts  in  student  numbers 
overall  'but  the  effect  on  the  pharmacy 
department  would  not  be  properly 
known  until  Thursday  (after  C&D  went 
to  press)  when  the  Senate's  general 
committee  was  due  to  meet. 

Mr  Jim  Bannerman,  a  past 
president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
who  has  frequently  drawn  attention  to 
the  problems  of  pharmacy  manpower, 
said  he  thought  that  cuts  in  student 
numbers  of  up  to  10  per  cent  would 
not  be  damaging  and  could  not  honestly 
be  opposed.  If  cuts  of  over  10  per  cent 
were  proposed  then  he  thought  the 
Society  would  react  to  oppose  them. 
He  pointed  out  that  in  10-15  years  time 
the  number  of  pharmacists  leaving  the 
register  would  diminish  considerably  as 
those  pharmacists  currently  aged  45-50 
were  the  smallest  percentage  group  on 
the  register. 

Mr  Bannerman  did  not  envisage 
pharmacy  departments  in  polytechnics 
expanding  in  response  to  the  university 
cuts  as  he  thought  the  extra  funding 
would  not  be  available.  He  had 
recently  been  told  that  it  was  no  less 
expensive  to  educate  pharmacists  at 
polytechnics.  At  present  there  were 
many  high-calibre  applicants  for 
pharmacy  places,  he  said,  and  a  slight 
cut  in  numbers  could  only  increase  this 
trend  and  perhaps  lead  to  a  higher 
pass  rate.  ■

Optrex  defend  20pc  margin 
on  'basic  price'  orders 


Optrex  Ltd  have  rejected  complaints 
by  chemists  that  their  price  structure 
offers  a  maximum  gross  profit  on 
return  of  only  20  per  cent  to  those 
who  buy  at  basic  trade  prices. 

Last  month's  meeting  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Association's 
Board  heard  that  members'  concern 
had  been  passed  on  by  NPA  director, 
Mr  Tim  Astill.  He  had  pointed  out 
that  few  other  manufacturers  offered 
such  low  returns,  and  even  then  had 
terms  which  allowed  retailers  31  per 
cent  on  orders  for  as  little  as  £50. 

Margins  of  the  order  of  20  per 
cent  could  only  be  justified  if 
supported  by  an  attractive  direct 
buying  discount  format  that  would 
■enable  a  chemist  to  achieve  reasonable 
profitability  without  an  unacceptable 
sacrifice  of  stock  turn  or  cash  flow. 
Optrex  discount  parcels  were  too 
large  to  be  attractive  or  economic  for 
the  average-sized  pharmacy. 

'Rare'  situation 

Mr  David  Gross  (Optrex  general  sales 
manager)  said  in  reply  that  it  would 
be  rare  to  find  a  chemist  buying  at 
the  20  per  cent  POR  level.  Both 
national  and  independent  chemist 
wholesalers  operated  buying  schemes 
which  showed  additional  discounts  on 
both  "on-going"  and  periodic 
promotional  basis.  When  this  situation 
was  aligned  to  their  own  promotional 
activity  they  would  anticipate  that  the 
majority  of  their  total  business  was 
'invoiced  to  the  retailer  at  less  than 
'basic  trade  price. 

Optrex,  Mr  Gross  claimed,  had 
taken  steps  over  the  past  18  months 
to  make  their  products  more  available 
to  the  chemist  on  a  direct  basis. 
Until  the  end  of  1979  trading  terms 
were  15  per  cent  discount  off  trade 
price  on  orders  of  50  dozen  or  more 
which,  he  accepted,  in  the  main, 
precluded  retailers  from  ordering 
directly. 

But,  on  January  1,  1980,  "in 
response  to  considerable  pressure 
from  retail  chemists"  a  "step  system" 
of  parcels/discounts  was  introduced 
which  allowed  for  a  minimum  delivery 
of  25  cases  for  10  per  cent  off  trade 
price.  The  minimum  case  requirement 
was  further  reduced  on  January  1, 
1981,  "to  only  15  cases  'for  10  per 


cent  discount. 

Furthermore,  he  claimed,  Optrex 
spent  well  above  the  normal 
percentage  on  advertising  and 
reflected  their  "determination  to 
make  our  business  grow  (and  that  of  our 
retail  supporters)  by  encouraging 
consumer  'off-take'  in  a  market  which 
does  not  allow  price  promotion 
in-store  and  therefore  where  margins 
'are  protected". 


VAT  repayments  

A  reply  had  been  received  to  the 
NPA's  telegram  to  the  Prime  Minister 
protesting  at  the  cash  crisis  facing 
pharmacists  from  overdue  VAT 
repayments.  The  reply  from 
10  Downing  Street  explained  that 
'Customs  and  Excise  had  explored  the 
possibility  of  making  repayments 
manually,  but  the  size  of  the 
operation — about  450,000  repayment 
claims  received  in  random  order  were 
now  on  hand — ruled  out  such  a 
procedure  "even  on  a  selective  basis". 
Moreover,  information  about  traders' 
returns  was  stored  on  the  computer 
so  that  it  was  not  possible  to  validate 
specific  outstanding  claims;  nor  was 
there  any  means  of  distinguishing 
between  claims  from  a  particular  class 
of  trader  or  those  where  genuine 
hardship  existed. 

"Once  the  industrial  action  is  over, 
Customs  and  Excise  will  do  all  they 
can  to  see  that  repayments  are  resumed 
as  quickly  as  possible.  In  the 
meantime,  however,  Customs  and 
Excise  will,  on  request  to  the  local 
VAT  office,  confirm  to  a  bank  that 
the  business  in  question  is  normally 
in  receipt  of  repayments."  The 
Department  of  Health  had  no  evidence 
than  any  breakdown  in  the  NHS 
dispensing  arrangements  was  likely. 

■  To  support  the  case  being  made  for 
the  controlled  distribution  of 
'pharmacies,  members  are  invited  to 
furnish  evidence  to  Mallinson  House 
of  instances  where  leapfrogging  has 
resulted  in  hardship  to  the  public. 

■  Concern  would  be  expressed  to 
'Bowater  Scott  that  retail  pharmacists 
'were  being  asked  to  supply  cartons 
of  man-size  Scottie  bearing  vouchers 
which  offered  the  purchaser  a  free 
film  and  a  processing  voucher  for  50p. 
'In  the  meantime,  members  would 


be  advised  that  they  could  refuse  to 
accept  deliveries  of  products 
containing  such  vouchers  and  should 
return  any  they  had  already  found 
in  stock  to  their  suppliers. 

■  Following  a  complaint  about  the 
choice  of  a  grocer's  shop  as  the 
setting  for  a  recent  television 
commercial  promoting  sales  of 
Colgate  toothpaste,  it  had  been 
pointed  out  that  the  wording  of  the 
independent  Broadcasting  Authority's 
code  appeared  to  preclude  the 
representation  of  a  pharmacy  in  such 
an  advertisement. 

Colgate-Palmolive  said  that  they 
did  attempt  to  make  the  setting  a  little 
less  like  a  grocer's  by  the  introduction 
of  pack  shots  of  some  of  their 
toiletries  products.  "It  was  certainly 
not  our  intention  to  suggest  that 
grocers  are  the  only  outlet  at  which 
Colgate  Dental  Cream  may  be 
regularly  purchased." 

■  Among  other  items  considered 
during  the  meeting  were  a  Canadian 
"Plain  Talk  About  your  Pharmacist" 
leaflet,  the  Control  of  Pollution 
(Special  Waste)  Regulations, 
Birmingham  Consumer  Week,  the 
Photographic  Code  of  Practice, 
Polaroid  advertising  and  the 
development  of  NPA's  business 
transfer  registry.  ■

Vain  cheer 

I  don't  want  you  to  think  me  vain 
because  I  here  acknowledge  that  one 
of  the  recrurring  satisfactions  of  my  life 
is  to  pick  up  the  C&D  when  in  arrives 
— and  turn  to  the  Xrayser  column  to  see 
how  much  has  actually  been  printed! 
I'm  also  a  little  surprised  at  how 
official  my  roughly-amended  foolscap 
copy  looks  when  transformed  into 
a  printed  article.  Those  of  you  who 
write  letters  or  articles  and  see  them 
published  will  know  what  I  mean. 

But  this  week  as  I  looked  down  the 
column  my  eye  was  caught  by  a 
headline  alongside:  "Move  to  country" 
it  said.  I  just  have  to  quote  the  first 
paragraph. 

"The  latest  census  may  at  least 
bring  some  cheer  to  the  rural 
pharmacist,  with  news  that  the 
countryside  is  gaining  population  at 
the  expense  of  the  cities — some  lj-m 
people  deserting  urban  connurbations 
to  a  smaller  town  and  the  relative  peace 
of  the  countryside." 

It  goes  on  to  report  that  the  1981 
census  shows  some  rural  areas  to  have 
gained  an  11  per  cent  increase  in 
population  which  had  nothing  to  do 
with  new  large  industrial  development. 

Let  me  point  out  that  this  is 
potentially  bad  news  for  all 
pharmacists  whether  city  or  rural.  Bad 
for  city  pharmacists  due  to  direct  loss 
of  population,  but  worse  for  the  rural 
pharmacist  because  under  the  present 
remuneration  set  up  such  a  population 
growth  must  represent  an  almost 
irresistible  motive  for  doctors  to  ignore 
the  attenuated  Clothier  standstill  and 
to  immediately  apply  to  start 
dispensing.  Once  they  commence,  they 
then  have  the  right  to  draw  a  circle 
only  one  mile  in  radius  around  the 
one  or  two,  or  maybe  half-dozen 
country-town  pharmacies,  and  take 
every  patient  outside  it  for  themselves. 
As  you  know,  in  many  of  the  smaller 
country  towns  the  pharmaceutical 
service  is  provided  by  these  pharmacies 
competing  within  a  small  distance  of 
each  other,  usually  near  the  main  old 
market  areas,  which  unlike  the  big 
cities,  are  not  often  closely  inhabited. 
A  circle  round  one  chemist  is  virtually 
a  circle  round  them  all.  The  result  is 
inevitable,  yet  I  have  heard  doctors 
smugly  suggest  that  they  can  give  a 
far  more  convenient  service  anyway, 
while  the  one  surviving  pharmacy  can 
still  provide  a  full  traditional  service. 
Worse  still  is  the  fact  that  once  doctor 
dispensing  is  established,  the  people  of 
a  district  which  is  not  so  closely  settled 
as  in  the  bigger  towns,  but  building  up 


to  populations  of  4,000  to  6,000  (which 
would  be  more  than  enough  to  provide 
for  the  establishment  of  a  pharmacy) 
will  never  enjoy  the  services  of  an 
independent  pharmacist  since  the 
doctors  would  have  every  reason  to 
freeze  him  out. 


Scholl  we . . . 


....  Or  shan't  we  continue  to  stock 
the  whole  range  as  we  do  at  present? 
For  quite  a  while  now  I've  been 
unhappy  at  the  way  the  friendly  Scholl 
rep  so  blithely  assumes  that  we  want 
the  full  range — insoles,  men's, 
women's,  fleecy,  insulated — as  well  as 
all  the  million  other  lines  which  add  up 
to  an  astonishing  amount  of  cash  on 
my  shelves  and  in  my  drawers,  and 
for  many,  many  months. 

I  have  now  decided  I  am  content  to 
forego  the  stupendous  direct-from- 
manufacturer  discounts  in  favour  of 
buying  wholesale  on  a  monthly  basis. 
So  far  I've  shaken  out  about  £200- 
worth  of  stock  and  am  now  looking  at 
the  range  itself.  I'm  pleased  to  say 
Scholl's  have  helped  me  by  listing  the 
best-sellers  in  their  promotional 
brochure  to  the  grocers.  I  shan't  throw 
them  out  because  they  are  widening 
the  distribution  since  that  would  just 
drive  my  customers  to  other  retailers, 
but  it  would  seem  prudent  to  look  for 
suppliers  of  similar  products  so  as  to 
have  alternatives  to  hedge  my  bets. 

What  we  deserve 


I  would  think  that  everyone  who  has 
had  to  employ  staff  over  the  past  ten 
years,  must  have  identified  with  the 
Lancashire  pharmacist  who  wrote  in 
"Open  Shop"  of  his  staff  experiences 
as  a  manager.  I  know  of  an  owner  who 
was  so  desperate  once  that  he  actually 
went  onto  the  street  and  asked  a 
passer-by  if  he  wanted  a  job — because 
she  looked  decent! 

But  to  suggest  we  get  what  we 
deserve?  I  think  we  deserve  what  we 
keep;  but  after  years  of  hassles,  having 
evolved  a  stock  system  for  the  lowest 
common  idiot,  I  find  myself 
disbelieving  my  good  fortune  at  having 
staff  who  want  to  work,  want  to  find 
out  about  products,  want  to  please  the 
boss — all  because  they  want  to  keep 
their  jobs. 

It's  a  change,  and  such  a  relief  for 
I  appear  to  have  happy  and  contented 
employees  to  whom  I  can  delegate 
work  and  by  whom  rises  are  regarded 
as  a  reward  for  their  effort  and  not  a 
sign  of  my  weakness.  Long  may  it 
continue.  ■

Sangers  Agencies  to  distribute 
French  gluten-free  baby  food 


A  new  range  of  gluten-free  baby  food 
is  to  be  launched  in  the  UK  at  the 
end  of  the  month  and  its  distribution — 
at  least  for  the  time  being — will  be 
restricted  to  pharmacies  and  drug  stores 
under  the  banner  of  Sangers  Agencies.

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POINTS  OF  LAW 


Beware  of  the  invoice 
for  'ghost  goods' 


A  number  of  businesses  are  still  falling 
victims  to  fraudulent  practices  and  are 
paying  out  on  invoices  or  statements 
on  goods  that  never  existed  or  on 
articles  that  were  never  ordered. 

In  a  fraud  of  this  type,  the 
amounts  involved  are  not  large  and 
therefore  they  might  not  attract  any 
special  attention.  They  are  usually  for 
routine  items — stationery,  etc — which 
are  ordered  by  most  businesses  on  a 
regular  'basis.  It  is  surprising  how 
often  goods  when  they  arrive  are  just 
put  into  store  and  never  checked 
against  any  invoice.  It  is,  of  course, 
illegal  for  anyone  to  supply  and  attempt 
to  charge  for  goods  that  have  never 
been  ordered  even  though  the  goods 
described  on  the  invoice  have  actually 
been  taken  in  by  the  firm  concerned. 
It  may  be  a  different  matter,  however, 
if  the  goods  are  actually  used  by  the 
business  in  question.  Here  the  law  will 
probably  hold  that  by  using  the  goods 
the  business  has  actually  accepted  the 
goods  and  thus  ended  any  illegality. 

There  is  no  question,  however, 
that  to  send  an  invoice  to  a  firm  for 
goods  that  have  never  even  been 
delivered  (and  are  not  likely  to  be) 
is  an  offence  and  is  a  fraud  punishable 
by  fine  or  imprisonment  or  both. 

'Because  the  fraud  merchants  still 
persist,  it  is  important  to  tighten  up 
your  checking  procedures.  First  to  see 
that  any  articles  delivered  have  been 
ordered  by  someone  with  authority 
in  the  business,  second  to  check  that 
the  invoices  correspond  with  the  goods 
and  finally  to  ensure  that  before 
invoices  or  statements  are  paid  that 
the  goods  have  actually  arrived. 


Speedy  service 


Sometimes,  it  is  necessary  for  a  business 
to  send  a  package,  parcel  or  letter 
containing  either  goods  or  documents, 
to  a  destination  where  speed  and 
security  is  all  important. 

Of  course,  first-class  mail  serves 
the  purpose  to  ensure  overnight  delivery 
in  most  cases.  But  if  you  require 
more  certainty  than  the  mail  offers 
and  more  security  for  what  you  are 
sending,  then  the  Post  Office  provides 
the  Datapost  Service. 

This  gives  overnight  delivery  in  the 


United  Kingdom  with  your  packages 
or  letters  travelling  separately  from 
ordinary  mail  and  being  accompanied 
throughout  the  journey  by  Post  Office 
staff.  Final  delivery  is  only  made  against 
a  signature  (as  is  the  case  with 
registered  post). 

You  can  send  parcels  or  packages 
up  to  a  maximum  weight  of  lOkgs 
(221bs)  and  the  cost  in  the  UK  is  by 
the  item.  At  time  of  writing,  for  up  to 
5kgs  the  present  charge  is  £8  and 
each  additional  ikg  is  75p  extra. 

Special  forms  and  facilities  are 
available  in  all  main  post  offices. 
The  service  is  also  available  to  many 
overseas  destinations. 


Terms  of  employment 


Because  of  the  many  changes  in  the 
law  that  have  taken  place  since  the 
Contracts  of  Employment  Act  came 
into  force  some  16  years  ago  it  may 
be  useful  to  have  the  following 
summary  of  the  written  terms  of 
employment  that  have  to  be  handed 
to  employees  within  13  weeks  of 
commencement  of  employment. 

These  written  terms  need  not  be 
given  to  anyone  who  does  not  work 
for  16  hours  a  week  or  more  (or  in  the 
case  of  an  employee  who  has  been 
with  you  for  five  years,  eight  hours  a 
week  or  more).  It  is  worth  pointing 
out,  too,  that  if  all  the  terms  below 
are  set  out  in  a  central  place  and  apply 
to  specified  groups  of  employees  then 
all  the  employee  need  be  handed  is  a 
note  saying  where  the  terms  of 
employment  can  be  inspected.  Again, 
if  all  the  terms  listed  are  contained 
in  a  letter  of  appointment,  then  further 
statements  need  not  be  given. 

□  The  names  of  the  employer  and  the 
employee  must  be  stated. 

□  Date  of  commencement  of 
employment  and  a  statement  of  any 
previous  continuous  employment  with 
another  employer  that  counts  as  part 
of  the  employee's  length  of  service 
(this  will  apply  for  example  in  the 
case  of  a  takeover). 

□  The  rates  of  pay,  details  of  bonuses, 
method  of  calculation  of  overtime  pay. 

□  How  wages  are  paid — weekly, 
monthly,  etc. 

□  Hours  of  work,  holidays  and  holiday 


pay  together  with  calculation  of  holiday 
pay  due  in  the  case  of  dismissal. 

□  Sick  pay  arrangements. 

□  Any  pension  scheme  operating  with 
reference  to  where  details  can  be 
inspected. 

□  Length  of  notice  to  be  given  by 
employer,  and  length  of  notice  to  be 
given  by  employee  to  terminate 
employment. 

□  Name  of  person  with  whom 
grievance  can  be  taken  up  and 
explanation  of  a  grievance  procedure, 
if  any. 

□  Reference  to  any  disciplinary  rules 
and  where  they  can  be  inspected. 

□  Any  rights  of  appeal  under  any 
disciplinary  procedures. 

□  The  name  of  the  job  under  which 
the  employee  is  employed. 

Any  change  in  the  above  must  be 
notified  to  the  employee  within  four 
weeks  of  change. 


Over  the  limit? 


Since  last  autumn,  employers  with 
20  or  less  staff  have  been  able  to  take 
on  new  employees  knowing  that  a  claim 
for  unfair  dismissal  cannot  be  lodged 
by  those  employees  unless  they  have 
had  two  years  continuous  service  with 
the  employer.  This  contrasts  with  the 
position  of  the  employer  with  over 
20  staff  where  the  qualifying  period  for 
employees  is  only  one  year. 

The  question  has  now  arisen  as  to 
businesses  that  have  two  or  three  sets 
of  premises  or  where  there  is  a  group 
of  small  companies  each  separately 
constituted  and  each  employing  a  small 
number  of  staff.  How  do  they  stand 
under  the  regulations? 

The  law  says  that  in  the 
circumstances  described,  the  number 
of  employees  has  to  be  taken  as  a 
whole. 

For  example,  let  us  take  a  company 
with  three  small  outlets,  one  employing 
eight  staff,  another  seven,  and  the 
other  store  nine. 

This  adds  up  to  24  and  the  employer 
does  not  count  as  a  small  employer 
for  the  purposes  of  unfair  dismissal 
rules.  In  other  words,  each  of  these 
employees  if  they  otherwise  qualify 
can  claim  unfair  dismissal  after  one 
year's  service  if  they  are  then  given 
notice.  The  stores  cannot  be  treated 
as  separate  entities.  ■

PSGB  COUNCIL 


Approach  to  CSM  on  role 
in  drug  monitoring 


The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  writing 
to  the  Committee  on  Safety  of 
Medicines  giving  its  views  on  the 
reporting  of  adverse  reactions  in 
general  practice  and  seeking  discussions 
as  to  how  pharmacists  may  be  involved. 

The  letter  points  out  that,  in  dealing 
with  patients,  general  practice 
pharmacists  are  aware  of  some  adverse 
reactions  that  do  not  come  to  the 
attention  of  doctors.  The  Society 
accepts  that  the  decision  to  report  a 
possible  reaction  to  the  CSM  should 
rest  with  the  GP,  but  believes  that 
pharmacists  could  contribute  by 
completing  their  own  adverse  reaction 
report  cards  which  would  be  forwarded 
to  the  patient's  doctor. 

The  Society  believes  that,  even  if 
the  pharmacist's  report  refers  to  a 
reaction  already  identified  by  the 
medical  practitioner,  regular  reporting 
by  pharmacists  might  stimulate  doctors 
to  submit  reports  which  they  might  not 
otherwise  have  made.  Pharmacists 
would  also  be  able  to  report  when 
medicines  were  bought  for  conditions 
which  might  be  a  result  of  prescribed 
medicines. 


Public  relations  debate  

Council  has  decided  to  debate  at  its 
Tuesday  evening  session  in  August, 
the  expansion  of  the  Society's  public 
relations  activity.  The  Organisation 
Committee  had  recommended,  and  the 
Finance  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  had  agreed,  that  the  plans 
for  such  an  expansion  rejected  by  the 
Council  last  year  should  be 
implemented  at  a  cost  of  over  £25,000 
a  year.  The  Organisation  Committee 
came  to  its  decision  after  considering 
the  resolution  from  the  branch 
representatives'  meeting  in  May  calling 
for  increased  PR  activity.  The 
Committee  thought  that  some  of  the 
increased  activity  should  be  directed 
towards  pharmacists  in  order  to 
enhance  their  image  with  the  public. 

When  the  Council  considered  the 
matter  this  month,  there  was  some 
confusion  over  what  was  meant  by  the 
reference  to  directing  PR  activity 
towards  pharmacists.  Mr  Gordon,  the 
Organisation  Committee  chairman, 
said  there  was  a  demand  from 
members  for  more  information  from 
the  PR  office.  It  was  hoped  that  if 
the  PR  department  was  increased  there 


would  be  greater  interchange  between 
the  PR  office  and  the  members  leading 
to  a  greater  knowledge  and  awareness, 
and  the  image  of  the  profession  might 
be  enhanced. 

The  president  thought  it  was  an 
attempt  to  encourage  pharmacy  to  put 
its  house  in  order  where  there  were 
deficiencies.  Mr  Bannerman  was 
horrified  that  PR  should  be  used  in 
that  way — it  was  the  Council's  role  to 
maintain  standards  in  the  profession. 
The  treasurer  thought  that  private 
communication,  not  public  relations, 
was  the  proper  means  to  raise 
standards  and  that  the  use  of  the 
media  was  wrong. 

Mr  Knowles  suggested  that  Council 
had  no  clear  policy  on  the  issue  and 
the  first  need  was  for  a  policy  which 
would  be  priced  to  see  whether  it  could 
be  implemented.  Mr  Darling  thought 
it  was  clear  that  the  £25,000  would  be 
spent  on  the  appointment  of  a  senior 
public  relations  officer,  a  part-time 
broadcasts  adviser  and  a  secretary/ 
clerical  assistant.  The  main  change, 
which  was  a  fundamental  shift  in 
Council  policy,  was  that  the  day-to-day 
activities  of  the  three  people  would  be 
different  from  when  the  matter  had 
been  considered  12  months  ago. 

Mr  Gordon  explained  that  they 
would  ask  the  PR  department  to 
undertake  additional  work,  to  keep 
branch  PROs  up  to  date  so  that  they 
could  pass  on  information  to  their 
members,  and  it  was  an  effort  to 
enlarge  the  work  of  the  PR  department 
in  that  direction  only.  A  motion  that 
the  matter  be  discussed  in  August 
was  carried. 

■  An  Organisation  Committee 
recommendation  concerning  the 
co-option  of  practising  pharmacists 
onto  the  general  practice  subcommittee 
was  rejected  by  the  Council.  The 
Committee  noted  that  the  general 
practice  subcommittee  included  three 
co-opted  members  who  were  "patently 
representatives  of  organisations"  and 
thought  it  would  be  better  to  co-opt 
members  who  were  active  in  general 
practice.  Mr  Sharpe  said  he  was 
astonished  at  the  recommendation, 
which  suggested  that  if  one  did  not 
practise  nine  hours  a  day  for  five  days 
a  week  at  the  dispensing  bench,  one 
did  not  know  anything  about  general 
practice.  Four  or  five  Council  members 
worked  more  or  less  full  time  in 


general  practice,  and  of  those,  three 
were  on  the  general  practice 
subcommittee.  He  did  not  believe  that 
any  additions  would  bring  further 
expertise,  and  the  recommendation 
was  lost. 

■  The  Society  is  to  ask  the  General 
Medical  Services  Committee  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Services  Negotiating 
Committee  to  join  it  in  a  further  joint 
letter  to  the  Minister  for  Health 
emphasising  the  economic  importance 
of  the  Society's  proposed  triple 
prescription  scheme,  and  urging  its 
prompt  implementation.  The  Minister 
had  indicated  that  the  medical  aspects 
required  further  consideration. 

■  Representatives  of  the  Society  are  to 
meet  the  officers  of  the  Royal  College 
of  General  Practitioners  to  discuss  the 
referral  form  proposed  for  general 
practice  pharmacists. 

■  A  letter  is  to  be  sent  to  the  British 
Medical  Association  explaining  the 
Society's  policy  that  all  prescriptions 
should  bear  full  dosage  directions.  A 
copy  of  the  letter  is  to  be  sent  to  the 
Association  of  Community  Health 
Councils  in  England  and  Wales,  which 
has  recently  recommended  "that  repeat 
prescriptions  contain  full  directions  of 
dosage  each  time  prescribed,  as 
opposed  to  the  frequent  practice  of 
merely  stating  'to  be  taken  as 
directed'  ". 

■  A  meeting  is  to  be  held  between 
representatives  of  the  Society  and 
representatives  of  the  computer  policy 
working  group  set  up  by  the  General 
Medical  Services  Committee  and  the 
Royal  College  of  General  Practitioners. 
The  aim  is  to  ensure  that  compatible 
systems  develop  in  both  professions  to 
allow  mutual  access  to  relevant  patient 
medication  records.  The  Society's 
representatives  will  be  Mr  Knowles,  Mr 
Alan  Smith  and  an  appropriate  member 
of  staff. 

■  The  Society  is  to  seek  a  further 
meeting  with  the  chief  pharmacist  at 
the  Department  of  Health  (Dr  B.  A. 
Wills)  to  discuss  the  provision  of 
pharmaceutical  advice  in  community 
hospitals  and  the  provision  of  a 
pharmaceutical  service  in  residential 
homes.  The  general  practice 
subcommittee  expressed  disappointment 
at  the  Department's  view  that  present 
arrangements  were  adequate  and  that 
area  health  authorities  should  continue 
to  decide  on  the  service  required  in 
residential  homes  and  the  most  suitable 
method  of  providing  it.

Council  opposes 
bulk  prescribing

failures  in  the  distribution  of  the  new 
organ  donor  cards  and  the  associated 
publicity  material. 

■  The  Society  is  to  inform  the 
Department  that  it  deprecates  in 
principle  the  proposal  to  legitimise  bulk 
prescribing  in  accordance  with  the 
directions  of  a  doctor  in  residential 
schools  and  institutions.  The  proposal 
is  one  of  a  number  of  changes  the 
Department  of  Health  would  like  to 
make  to  Medicines  Act  legislation.  The 
Legislation  Committee  felt  that  while 
previous  bulk  prescribing  had  involved 
only  simple  drugs,  a  wider  range  of 
potentially  dangerous  substances  would 
be  available  under  the  new  proposal. 
Reference  was  made  to  occupational 
health  schemes  in  factories  and  it  was 
considered  that  if  bulk  prescribing  were 
allowed  there  should  be  a  provision  for 
record  keeping  and  safe  storage.  There 
was  a  need  for  a  nominated  responsible 
person  to  supervise  supplies  in  schools 
and  in  institutions  and  the  Committee 
also  agreed  that  there  should  be  no 
bulk  prescribing  of  prescription  only 
medicines. 

■  The  Legislation  Committee 
considered  the  proposal  to  extend  the 
"temporary  POM"  provision  for  new 


products  to  allow  temporary  POM 
status  for  five  years  from  the  date  of 
the  licence  instead  of  the  present  three 
years.  The  Committee  recommended 
and  Council  agreed  that,  in  cases  where 
the  product  does  not  obviously  need 
permanent  POM  status,  the  product 
should  become  a  pharmacy  medicine 
as  soon  as  possible  within  the  five-year 
period,  but  with  sales  made  only  by 
the  pharmacist  personally  and  with  a 
record  of  individual  sales  kept. 

■  The  Society  is  to  write  to  the 
Department  of  Health  calling  for  an 
overhaul  of  the  current  procedure  for 
recalling  or  "freezing"  batches  of 
products  for  which  adverse  reactions 
were  suspected. 

■  The  Society  is  to  inform  the 
Department  that  homoeopathic 
medicines  should  not  be  available  to 
the  public  on  general  sale.  It  was  also 
felt  that  certain  "fringe"  medicines  did 
not  satisfy  normal  standards  required 
by  the  Medicines  Act,  and  therefore 
should  not  be  advertised  to  the  public. 

■  No  decision  has  yet  been  made  on 
the  branch  representatives'  meeting 
resolution  concerning  the  Society's 
registration  certificates.  The  Council 
referred  back  to  the  Law  Committee 
for  further  consideration  a 
recommendation  that  the  interim 
report  on  the  meeting  should  indicate 
that  the  resolution  could  not  be 
implemented. 

■  The  Council  has  recommended  that 


pharmacists  who  possess  doctorate 
degrees  should  not  use  them  in 
connection  with  retail  pharmacy 
businesses  in  a  way  misleading  to  the 
public.  Although  it  was  recognised  that 
pharmacists  who  had  gained  a  PhD 
were  legally  entitled  to  use  the  title 
"Doctor",  the  Council  accepted  that 
most  members  of  the  public  would 
consider  a  person  so  described  to  be 
a  medical  practitioner. 

■  Cardiff  and  South  Glamorgan  Branch 
had  applied  for  a  supplementary  grant 
of  £134  to  cover  the  deficit  in  the 
accounts  for  the  year  ended  March  31. 
The  deficit  had  arisen  because  of  the 
increased  costs  of  postage,  a 
postgraduate  education  programme, 
and  the  cost  of  involving  pharmacy 
students  in  at  least  one  meeting  of  the 
branch.  It  was  agreed,  after  much 
discussion,  that  the  application  should 
be  approved. 

■  Mr  S.  C.  Jolly,  director,  department 
of  pharmaceutical  sciences,  is  retiring 
on  July  31,  and  the  Council  expressed 
its  appreciation  of  his  services  and 
wished  him  a  happy  retirement. 

■  The  officers  have  appointed  two  new 
representatives  on  the  Central  Joint 
Committee  on  Rural  Dispensing,  in 
succession  to  Mr  J.  C.  Bloomfield  and 
Mr  G.  Walker,  both  of  whom  retired 
from  the  Council  in  May.  The  new 
representatives  are  Mr  J.  Brian 
Shackleton,  of  Abergavenny,  and  Mr 

J.  King,  of  Norwich.

More  guidance  on  use  of 
'chemist'  in  advertising 


The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council 
has  given  further  guidance  on  the  use 
of  the  word  "chemist"  in 
advertisements,  in  response  to  a 
request  from  Independent  Chemists 
Marketing  Ltd  for  an  interpretation 
of  the  existing  guidelines. 

The  Ethics  Committee  considered 
four  types  of  advertising:  Material 
distributed  from  pharmacies,  such  as 
paper  bags,  temperature  charts  and 
Christmas  shopper  magazines;  coupon 
and  money-off  voucher  advertising; 
radio  and  television  commercials;  and 
"peripheral"  advertising  such  as 
sponsorship  at  football  matches. 

The  Committee  agreed  that  there 
should  be  no  objection  to  the  title 
"chemist"  appearing  once  on  each 
side  of  paper  bags,  and  no  objections 
were  raised  to  the  distribution  of 
temperature  charts,  although  the 
Committee  disapproved  of  the  phrase 
"Numark — such  helpful  chemists"  on 
the  current  Numark  chart.  There 
were  no  objections  to  the  Christmas 
shopper  magazine. 

On  advertisements  carrying 
coupons  or  money-off  vouchers,  the 
Committee  noted  that  pharmacist 
representatives  of  ICML  had  accepted 
in  principle  that  they  would  use  the 
phrase  "redeemable  by  ICML"  rather 
than  "redeemable  by  Independent 
Chemists  Marketing  Ltd".  No 
objection  would  be  made  to  ICML's 
proposal  to  use  the  phrase  "Numark 
available  from  Numark  chemists"  on 
each  coupon,  provided  that  the  word 
"chemist"  appeared  only  once  on 
teach  coupon,  and  provided  that  it 
complied  with  the  overall  principles 
set  down  in  the  Unichem  settlement. 

The  Committee  recommended 
that  no  objection  should  be  taken  to 
the  advertising  of  non-pharmaceutical 
goods  on  radio  and  television,  and 
agreed  to  the  use  of  the  words 
"Numark  chemist"  in  such 
advertisements,  provided  they  were 
used  once  only.  It  was  agreed  that  at 
any  football  match,  race  meeting, 
golf  match,  etc,  only  one  poster 
should  be  allowed.  The  Committee 
felt  that,  while  it  could  give  general 
'advice,  each  advertisement  had  to 
be  judged  individually.  Even  if  the 
word  "chemist"  was  used  once  only, 
it  could  be  used  'in  a  way  contrary  to 
the  Unichem  settlement. 
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The  Council,  at  this  month's 
meeting,  accepted  a  Committee 
'recommendation  that  ICML  should 
be  informed  of  those  views. 

Provisos  on  EEC 
free  movement 

Proposals  to  introduce  free  movement 
of  pharmacists  within  the  European 
Community  (C&D,  March  7)  have  been 
welcomed  by  the  EEC's  advisory  body 
of  employers,  trade  unions,  consumers, 
etc,  the  Economic  and  Social 
Committee.  However,  the  welcome  has 
been  qualified  in  an  important  way, 
according  to  Richard  Carswell,  senior 
executive,  CSM  European  Consultants 
Ltd  (whose  EEC  report  appears 
regularly  in  C&D). 

The  Committee's  opinion, 
unanimously  adopted  in  Brussels 
last  week,  points  out  that  the  proposals 
fail  to  take  account  of  Article  57(3) 
of  the  EEC  Treaty  which  specifies  that 
the  progressive  abolition  of  restrictions 
in  the  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
professions  is  to  be  dependent  on 
co-ordinating  the  conditions  for  their 
.exercise  in  the  various  Member  States. 

The  Committee  recognises  that 
the  case  of  pharmacists  differs 
significantly  from  that  of  other  medical 
professions  in  that  there  are  problems 
such  as  dispensing  monopolies  and 
the  geographical  distribution  of 
pharmacies.  These  problems,  it  says, 
will  have  to  be  dealt  with  in  a  further 
EEC  Directive. 

However,  it  does  not  make  this 
Directive  a  prior  condition  and  instead 
expresses  the  view  that  the  Commission 
should  propose  measures  in  the  very 
near  future  to  avoid  any  distortion 
arising  out  of  pharmacists'  freedom  of 
movement.  These  measures  should  also 
coincide  With  the  entry  into  force  of 
the  present  proposals. 

At  present  pharmaceutical  training 
varies  both  in  duration  and  structure 
from  Member  State  to  Member  State, 
ranging  from  four-and-a-half  years  to 
five-and-a-half.  The  Committee  feels 
that  some  flexibility  of  co-ordination 
should  be  introduced  to  make 
(allowance  for  national 
traditions.  Transitional  provisions  are 
therefore  needed,  so  that  the 


qualifications  of  pharmacists  trained 
in  Member  States  where  courses  are 
shorter  than  the  five  years  specified 
in  the  proposals  are  recognised  in  other 
Member  States. 

The  Committee  notes  with  approval 
that  the  proposals  cover  employed  as 
well  as  self-employed  pharmacists. 
The  European  Parliament  is  likely  to 
give  its  opinion  later  this  year. 

It  is  understood  that  the 
Commission  does  not  rule  out  the 
future  introduction  of  proposals  on 
the  dispensing  monopoly,  geographical 
distribution  of  pharmacies  and  the 
ownership  of  medicinal  products. 
Nevertheless,  it  believes  this 
co-ordination  should  be  within  the 
framework  of  an  integrated  EEC  health  J 
policy — likely  to  be  a  long  way  off.

'Stop  bleeding  the 
busier  pharmacies9 

In  replying  to  Mr  Jackson's  reply  last 
week  to  my  letter  in  C&D  June  20  I 
feel  I  should  make  the  following 
observations. 

The  faults  and  anomalies  of  the 
present  on-cost  scales  were 
demonstrated  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee  and 
published  in  the  C&D  over  a  year 
ago.  A  resolution  proposed  by  myself 
and  seconded  by  John  lies  and 
presented  by  Camden  &  Islington 
UPC  was  adopted  by  this  year's  UPC 
conference  in  March  hut  to  date 
nothing  appears  to  have  been  achieved 
by  PSNC  in  its  negotiations  with  the 
DHSS  to  remove  these  faults  and 
anomalies. 

The  theory  of  a  graduated  on-cost 
system  places  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
'busier  pharmacies  the  burden  of 
supporting  those  contractors  doing 
fewer  scripts  than  they.  One  has  only 
to  consider  the  large  number  of 
contractors  in  the  Uondon  area 
dispensing  less  than  1000  scripts  per 
month,  and  thereby  not  even 
attracting  a  discount,  who  are  largely 
supported  by  those  contractors  doing 
3000  or  more  scripts  per  month. 

The  duty  and  obligation  of 
supporting  these  contractors  dispensing 
low  numbers  of  prescriptions  should 
not  have  to  be  borne  by  other,  more 
successful,  contractors  but  rather  by 
the  community  they  serve.  Those 
pharmacies  which  are  vital  to  the 
community  already  receive  an 
"essential  pharmacies  grant"  which  is 
funded  directly  by  the  DHSS  and  it  is 
this  grant  which  should  be  sufficient 
to  maintain  the  viabilities  of  these 
pharmacies.  If  in  fact  it  proves 
insufficient  to  do  this  then  our 
negotiators  in  PSNC  should  be  pressing 
for  an  increase  in  the  grant  from 
the  DHSS  and  not  allowing  or 
agreeing  to  other  contractors  providing 
it. 

Furthermore  now  that  all 
pharmacies  receive  a  Basic  Practice 
Allowance,  those  pharmacies 
dispensing  small  numbers  of  scripts, 
receive  more  per  prescription  than  the 
busier  pharmacies.  For  example  a 
pharmacy  dispensing  500  scripts  per 
month  (not  an  unusual  figure  in 
Uondon)  receive  33|p  per  script 
(£2000  BPA      6000  scripts)  whereas 
a  contractor  dispensing  3000  scripts 
per  month  receives  5ip  per  script. 

It  is  a  fact  that  there  are  no 
pharmacies  in  Uondon  receiving  an 


essential  pharmacies  grant — one 
wonders  whether  those  pharmacies 
dispensing  small  numbers  of 
prescriptions  and  with  very  little 
counter  trade  to  support  them,  are 
indeed  essential  to  the  community,  or 
are  being  supported  by  other 
pharmacies  just  to  give  an  income  to 
their  owners  who  would  probably  earn 
more  working  for  one  of  the  multiples. 

The  time  has  come  to  stop  bleeding 
the  busier  pharmacies  and  reducing 
their  profits  in  order  to  keep  the 
numerous  small,  non-essential, 
pharmacies  in  existence.  We  need  a 
return  now  to  flat  rate  on-cost  which 
will  give  all  contractors  an  equal  and 
fair  return — this  was  what  we  had 
until  a  few  years  ago.  Indeed  when 
the  NHS  first  came  into  existence  the 
rate  was  fixed  at  33%  and  this  is  the 
type  of  figure  at  which  our  negotiators 
should  be  aiming.

Faith  in  ASTMS 

Once  again  all  militant  pharmacists 
cry  "We  have  been  robbed",  and  yet 
again  the  Department  of  Health  has 
come  out  on  the  winning  side  of  their 
negotiations  with  the  PSNC. 

Not  so  the  doctors:  there  was 
sufficient  money  in  the  "kitty"  to  pay 
their  demands  and  they  didn't  wait 
'five  years  to  get  it.  Surely  the  answer 
is  obvious  to  all  thinking  pharmacists: 
the  doctors  have  political  influence  in 
Parliament  and  can  enforce  their 
demands  through  their  own  and  other 
friendly  members  in  the  House. 
We  have  none  and  the  help  we  do  get 
is  negligible. 

Our  sole  hope  is  to  get  Members  to 
speak  for  us,  and  the  only  means  at 
our  disposal  is  through  the  ASTMS 
via  its  pharmacy  group.  They  at  least 
have  political  power  and  the  means  of 
backing  up  the  PSNC. 

It  is  obvious  to  one  and  all  that 
we  may  be  good  professional  men, 
but  business  men,  never.  The  fee  for 
joining  this  group  costs  the  price  of  a 
packet  of  cigarettes,  a  pint  of  ale 
or  a  bar  of  chocolate  a  week.  Surely  it 
is  worthwhile  giving  it  a  trial  at  least. 
This  is  a  fraction  of  the  sum 
proprietor  pharmacists  pay  to  the 
UPCs  and  where  has  this  got  us? 
We  have  an  annual  conference  and 
even  the  "big  dipper"  resolution  hasn't 
been  implemented — as  with  many  other 
financial  resolutions  from  previous 
years. 

I  agree  with  City  and  East  Uondon 
UPC  not  paying  their  dues  until  the 
PSNC  achieves  some  positive  results 
in  its  negotiations,  and  I  am  sure  that 
with  the  numbers  and  strength  of 
ASTMS  backing  the  PSNC  we  should 
achieve  those  results  more  quickly. 

I  urge  every  militant  pharmacist  to 


act  immediately  by  giving  support  to 
ASTMS,  and  in  particular  to  educate 
any  "don't  care"  colleagues  who  will 
allow  the  Minister  to  cheat  us  of  our 
just  reward — otherwise  I  can  see  a 
repeat  of  the  increase  in  closures.

Ostomy  supplies 
in  Scotland 

The  Pharmaceutical  General  Council 
has  published  a  list  of  suppliers  who 
have  agreed  to  charge  no  more  than 
the  manufacturer's  list  price  for 
ostomy  equipment. 

From  June,  the  Scottish  Drug 
Tariff  entry  for  ostomy  apparatus  was 
amended  to  "manufacturer's  list 
price"  (C&D,  June  6,  pl068)  and  the 
General  Council  wrote  to  24  suppliers 
asking  them  to  give  an  undertaking  that 
prices  to  chemist  contractors  would  be 
no  greater  than  these.  So  far,  ten 
suppliers  have  given  the  requested 
undertaking:  John  Hamilton 
(Pharmaceuticals)  Ltd;  LCS  Supplies; 
Rojan  Medical  Supplies  Edinburgh  Ltd, 
Raimes,  Clark  &  Co  Ltd;  William 
Davidson  Ltd;  J&C  Surgical  Wholesale 
Co  Ltd;  Macarthys  Ltd;  Unichem  Ltd; 
Thames  Valley  Medical  Ltd,  and 
J.  Buchanan. 

The  General  Council  says  many  of 
these  suppliers  said  they  applied 
surcharges  for  small  orders  and  for 
goods  ordered  specially  for  contractors 
and  they  point  out  that  frequent  claims 
for  re-imbursement  of  such  costs  will 
not  be  met  by  the  Pricing  Bureaux. 
They  advise  contractors  to  determine 
whether  supplies  will  be  at 
manufacturer's  list  price  and  whether 
any  surcharges  will  be  imposed  before 
ordering  ostomy  equipment. 
O  The  seventh  amendment  to  the  1979 
Scottish  Drug  Tariff,  in  which  this 
change  and  several  others  are  included, 
is  now  available.  ■

Revlon  propose 
workforce  cuts 
of  60pc  

Revlon  have  put  forward  plans  for 
the  cutting  of  'jobs  at  their  Maesteg, 
South  Wales,  factory,  because  of 
"significant  losses"  over  recent  months. 

A  plan  to  close  down  the  factory 
was  rejected  for  several  reasons,  but 
management  have  decided  that  the 
workforce  must  be  cut  by  60  per  cent, 
which  would  mean  losses  Of  330 
unionised  staff. 

Workers  have  been  in  dispute  at  the 
factory  since  last  week,  and  the 
company  has  asked  them  to  return  to 
normal  working  and  co-operate  in  the 
formulation  of  redundancy  plans. 
Industrial  action,  they  say,  is  merely 
jeopardising  their  own  future. 

Management  were  meeting  with  the 
union's  involved  at  the  time  o'f  going 
to  press.  ■

The 
laboratories  and  offices  provide 
approximately  165,000sq  ft  in  the  11.5 
acre  site  (see  picture  below). 

Richardson-Vicks — formerly  known 
as  Richardson-Merrell  Ltd — is  a  wholly 
owned  subsidiary  of  Richardson-Vicks 
Inc,  Connecticut,  USA.  The  corporate 
title  was  amended  in  March  of  this 
year,  when  the  Merrell 
(pharmaceutical)  Division  was  sold  to 
the  Dow  Chemical  Co. 

In  the  last  financial  year,  to  June 
30,  1980,  total  sales  amounted  to  over 
£29  million  with  export  sales  o'f  almost 
£8m.  The  company  currently  employs 
a  total  workforce  of  855.  ■ 


Beecham  research 
'bearing  fruit' 

Beecham's  say  that  while  a  major  part 
of  their  research  is  still  devoted  to 
antibiotics,  over  the  past  10  years 
expenditure  on  research  in  other 
therapeutic  areas  has  been  increasing 
and  "is  now  bearing  fruit". 

One  of  the  new  compounds 
mentioned  in  the  annual  report  is 
nabumetone,  a  non-steroidal  anti- 
inflammatory agent,  which  they  say  is 
continuing  to  make  good  progress  in 
long-term  clinical  trials.  Sales  of 
fragrances  are  said  to  have  almost 
doubled,  helped  by  the  launch  of  Jovan 
and  the  Picot  perfume,  Viola. 

Last  month,  the  company 
announced  a  10  per  cent  increase  in 
profits  and  sales  up  over  16  per  cent.

'Fashion'  help 
vitamins  growth 

Consumer  interest  in  health,  which 
makes  "any  activity  from  jogging  to 
eating  bran  fashionable",  has  given 
the  vitamins  and  tonics  market  real 
growth  potential,  according  to  the 
latest  Mintel  report. 

The  total  market  was  worth  more 
than  £32m  last  year,  with  vitamin 
tablets/capsules  accounting  for  more 
than  60  per  cent  of  sales. 
Multivitamins  are  the  most  dynamic 
sector,  with  sales  increasing  by 
1 10  per  cent  in  1977  against  an  overall 
increase  in  vitamins  of  76  per  cent, 
'and  Mintel  see  further  new  product 
development  in  this  area. 

The  market  for  tonics  was  worth 
'nearly  £1.6m  at  RSP  in  1980,  a 
market  increasing  by  53  per  cent 
since  1977  and  keeping  just  ahead  of 
retail  prices  overall.  Tonic  wines 
'were  worth  about  £7m;  sales  increased 
largely  with  inflation  and  have  shown 
no  real  growth  in  recent  years. 

Pharmacies  are  dominant  for 
'sales  of  vitamins  and  tonics,  while 
most  tonic  wines  go  through 
off-licences  with  grocers  gaining  share. 
iMintel's  research  has  shown  that 
women  in  the  24-44  age  group  are 
the  heaviest  buyers  of  vitamins  and 
tonics. 

The  report  concludes  that  as  food 
manufacturers  becomes  more  aware 
of  adding  a  "health  dimension"  to 
their  products,  manufacturers  may 
have  to  market  themselves  more 
imaginatively  to  capitalise  on 
improving  market  conditions.

Prime  sufferers  have  been  the 
petrochemicals  and  related  industries, 
where  rising  feedstock  prices  have 
forced  costs  upwards.  Inflation  and 
energy  costs  have  also  taken  their  toll. 

The  report  concludes  that  while 
Britain  remains  a  high  cost  country, 
even  if  the  recession  does  end  soon  .  .  . 
"there  is  no  reason  why  the  chemical 
industry — which  after  all  is  controlled 
by  large  multi-nationals — should  remain 
here  instead  of  seeking  future
